arising as a result ofdsuch nationalization’has been continuously owned

thereafter in whole or- in part by a national of the United States to the

‘ date of filing claim With the Comm1ss1on. (See Claim of Joseph Dallos

— Hollo, Claim No., CU- 0101 25 FCSC Semiann Rep. i6 [July Dec. 1966] )

Since it has not been established tha§“;he1c1aimant herein owned
;nterests in property ﬁhich was nationalized, expropriated or otherwise
;:;ken by the Government of Cuba on the datg;of loss, the Commission findsf
that this claim is not within the purview Qf Titie V of the Act. Accorxdingly,
it is ’ ;

ORDERED that this claim be and it is hereby dismissed.
